News from Liaoyang states that a Japan- 
ese fleet of seven cruisers had appeared off 
Yinkow, the port of Newchwang, escorting 
‘transports. Troops on board these trans- 
ports are believed to have been landed for 
the occupation of Newchwang. 

The capture of Newchwang seals the fate 
of the Russian gunboat Swoutch, which has 
been held at the mouth of the Liao river since 
the war began. 

With a Japanese army at Newchwang the 
position of Gen. Kouropatkin’s army at 
Tatchekiao, Haicheng, and Liaocyang be- 
comes more critical than ever. Military ex- 
perts point out that Japanese boats of light 
draft can carry troops and artillery up the 
Liao river above Liaoyang much more rap- 
idly than Kouropatkin’s army can retreat. 

Stirring events in the Liao valley are 
lookéd for in the coming few days. 


JAPS MAY BE IN PERIL. 

LONDON, July 25, 3 a. m.—The Daily 
Chgnhicle’s Yinkow correspondent reports 
that there was heavy fighting Saturday and 
Sunday in the neighborhood of Tatchekiao 
with Gen, Stackelberg's force consisting of 
twenty battalions of infantry, a brigade of 
artillery, and a division of Cossacks, and that 
the Russians appeared to be drawing the cor- 
don tighter around the Japanese positions. 

The Daily Telegraph's Chefoo correspond- 
ent, under date of July 23, says: 

“A junk from Dalny.geports that last 
night a Japanese fleet of twenty warships 
and twenty torpedo boats bombarded Hwang- 
shin for three hours and the forts replied.”’ 

The same correspondent learns that the 
Japanese first army is being largely rein- 
forced by veterans from the reserves. 


Russian Plans a Puzzle. 

The correspondent of the Standard with 
the Japanese army, under date of July 24, 
says: 

‘* It is difficult to undertsand the intentions 
of the Russians. Kouropatkin is evidently 
bent on a retreat northward, yet he lingers 


"in the south, attracted apparently by Port 


Arthur.” 

The correspondent of the Daily Chronicle, 
in a dispatch dated at Motien pass July 23, 
regards Gen. Koyropatkin as outmaneuvered 
and anxious to abandon Liacyang without 
fighung, but also reluctant to retire while 
Port Arthur remains uncaptured.

MERRY DEL VAL OUT? 


Report That the Papal Secretary 


of State Has Resigned, 


POPE REFUSES TO ACCEPT: | 


Cardinal Blamed by Colleagues for the 
- Strained Relations with France, 


ROME, July 25.+The Tribuna says It is said 
that Cardinal Merry del Val, the papal secre- 
tary of state, has tendered his resignation, 
owing to the hostility of the cardinals, which 
indicates that they accuse him of rendering 
impossible an accord with France, and that 


| the pope has refused to accept the resigna- 


tion. 


If the concordat with France is abrogated 
the secretary, who is a Spaniard, would 
naturally be held more or less responsible 
because of his official position. 


Terms of the Concordat. 


The concordat, over which there is so much 
controversy, is defined as a treaty between 
the pope and a secular state touching the 
canservation and promotion of religion in 
that’state. By the concordat of 1515 the 
union of church and state in France was 
virtually established. The king nominated 
the bishops and the pope confirmed the choice 
within six menths.~ The relations remained 
cordial under this until during the later years 
of the reign of Louis XIV., when serious 
trouble arose, lasting for eleven years, dur- 
ing which the pope and king were at odds. 
The latter then gavein. 


All Church Property Sequestered. 

During the revolution in the last decades 
of the eighteenth century the religious 
fabric of rrance was wiped out of existence 
and the churches, colleges, seminaries, con- 
vents, and monasteries to the value of four 
billions of francs ($800,000,000) were se- 
quyestered by the government and their 
wealth and endowments converted mto na- 
tional property. 

Napoleon followed, and seeing the personal 
advantage that would result by the restora- 
tion of the organiaed church of which France 
had been deprived for two decades, he negu- 
tiated the formation of a commission whose 
sessions were held under hig auspices in 
Paris. 

Framing of the Concordat. 


Cardinal Consalvi, the pope’s secretary of 
state, acted with Napoleon in framing the 
concordat, The latter agreed, in order not 
to disturb the titles acquired by outside 
parties to the sequestered church property, 
to pay yearly about $7,000,000 in salaries from 
public funds in lieu of returning the property, 

If the concordafs is abrogated all seminaries, 
chanpels, religious establishments, convents, 
hospitals. asylums, etc., which belong either 
to religious congregations or to different so- 
cieties that have been enabled by contribu- 
tions of pious people to erect them, wil! be 
confiscated by the government,

wagon, head and face badly bruised, and back

At 6 o'clock in the,yevening, Clark and 
Smith left the bakery at 2612-2618 South 
Park avenue with the first wagon load of 
a large shipment of bread to be delivered at 
the Armour plant to feed the men at work. 
The delivery was made safely, but while the 
wagon was being unloaded at the plant word 
was conveyed to the idle men gathered 
around ‘the yards, and they collected at the 


Forty-third street entrance. 


Shower of Missiles Hurled. 


When the wagon appeared the men were 
armed with sticks and stones, and it was 
greeted with a shower of missiles. Clark 
whipped up his horses and dashed at full 
speed through the crowd, and east in Forty- 
third street to Butler. Here the street was 
blocked by another crowd armed with bricks 
and cobblestones, and he turned again. 

At every corner the wagon was forced from 
{ts course, and finally was stopped at Forty- 
third street and Emerald avenue, where a 
mob of several thousand men had gathered. 
Large stones were thrown crashing through 
the sides and top of the wagon. 

Clark and Smith jumped off and tried to 
run, but were beaten before they finally es- 
ca 
Si Wagon Set on Fire. 

In the meantime some of the crowd had 
been cutting the traces, The horses were 
then turned loose. Finding Smith's cout 
under the seat the crowd saturated it with 
kerosene, lighted it, and threw it into the 
wagon. 

A policeman turned in a riot call and a 
fire alarm, and fire department and police 
responded. The police drove the crowd back 
and the fire was extinguished. 

Upon escaping from the crowd they had 
run into a saloon at Forty-second and Wal- 
lace streets. They were chased from this 
retreat and ran into a flat over the saloon. 
They were driven from the flat also, and ran 
to the street, where they were pursued 
through streets and alleys until rescued by 
the police at Forty-third and Halsted streets 
and escorted to their homes. At the bakery 
all attempts“to deliver the rethainder of the 
pread were abandoned. No arrests were 
made.

General Strike Taken for Granted. 

In the gatherings of union men in the 
neighborhood if the stockyards every one 
expressed sympathy with the butchers. It 
was taken for granted generally that all 
the trades would be called on strike in the 
morning, and many men said they would not 
take the trouble of reporting for work. 

The leaders of many of the organizations 
have sought from the first to avoid the com- 
plications that would follow the extension 
of the struggle. The stationary firemen are 
in a predicament even worse than the team- 
sters. They are about to secure an agree- 


ment from the packers that they long have - 


wanted, and the leaders of the organization 
believe they will lose the chance of getting 
it if they strike now. 

President J. W. Morgan of the union has 
opposed involving the organization in the 
fight if it could be prevented. His position 
‘was not wholly clear yesterday. As secre- 
tary of the labor committee of Saturday he 
signed the ultimatum to the packers. But he 
‘would not commit himself to the statement 
that the firemen would strike today. 


Engineers of Less Importance. 

The engineers are of minor fmportance in 
the matter. The union went into a fight 
with the packers a year ago from which it 
has not recovered. At first it was planned 
not to ask the union engineers working in 
the plants to join in the strike at all. 

One of the largest unions concerned is the 
ear workers. The organization recently has 
entered into an agreement with the concerns 
operationg refrigerator car lines. This would 
be: forfeited by a strike. 

Furthermore, the officers of the union fear 
they would lose their hold on the other shops 
in the city and vicinity. If the men walkéd 
out in the shops controlled by the packers 

the lattter would send their rolling stock 
‘to. other concerns to be repaired. If the 
workers did not strike in these places their 
walkout dt the yards would be of no ayail. 
And if they did they would become still more

| MAYOR: RETURNS; 
STUDIES STRIKE. 


City Officials Fear Plan to 
.. Bring on General Labor 
Struggle Here. 


O’Neill Tells Mr. Harrison He Can 
Send 1,600 Patrolmen to 
the Stockyards. 


The revival of the stockyards butchers’ 
strike and the danger of a greater labor strug- 
gle brought Mayor Harrison back to Chi- 
cago yesterday morning from Huron moun- 
tain. All told, Mr. Harrison had had thir- 
teen and one-half hours’ vacation, and he 
had traveled 850 miles to get it. Even then 
he said he was glad to get home. ; 

“I am in the position of a man seeking in- 
formation. I have no plans of my own,” 
he said in the afternoon. ‘“‘ I came back so 
as to be on hand if anything happened. I 
brought no fixed program with me.”’ 


Mayor Fears Serious Disorder. 


But, although he would not say so, it was 
evident the mayor was afraid serious disor- 
der might grow out of the stockyards strug- 
gle. The first thing he did was to hold a con- 
sultation with Chief O’ Neill and then to talk 
with Corporation Counsel Tolman over the 
telephone. The latter could tell him nothing 
he had not already read in the papers. The 
talk with the chief concerned means of keep- 
ing the peace. 
O'Neill informed the mayor that so far 
there was nothing alarming. He held the 
disturbances of Friday and Saturday had 
been exaggerated. He said that if necessary 
1,600 effective men could be used on strike 
duty at the stockyards. This force he thaught 
sufficient to meet any probable emergency. 

Bad Place to Stop Rioting. 

The chief went on to tell his superior that in 
some Ways the stockyards was about as bad 
a place to handle a crowd of rioting men as 
could well be devised. ZZ 

“There are too many dark alleys in which 
a striker can hide to attack nonunion men 
to make it an easy proposition,’’ he said. 
“ Then the price of whisky in that country is 
too low. A man can get wildly enthusiastic 
on a quarter.”’ | 

Still, so long as the nonunion men were kept 
in quarters the chief said he did’not expect 
any great difficulty in keeping order. It would 
be in case they mingled. with the crowds out- 
side or a general strike ensued, especially if 


was to-be looked for.’ Them he might need 
all the men he could muster. | 


May Be Required to Interfere. 
When asked if he would make any attempt 
to intervene, the mayor said: 

“I will not unless [am asked. If Iam, of 
course I would be glad to do what I can to 
bring about peace, It would be bad policy, 
to put it mildly, for me to mix up in the’mat- 
ter now. I would be told by. both sides I was 
meddling and do more harm than good. 
Were either or both sides to ask me to actas 
mediator that would put the matter in a dif- 
ferent light. So far, however, there has been 
no request made of me, nor have I any rea- 
eon to expect one.’’ 

It was suggested the time might come when 
he would have to intervene on his own mo- 
tion, and the mayor replied: 

“That would happen if the peace of the 
city seriously was threatened. That would 
be excuse enough. It might happen also that 
a case would arise when interference might 
be productive of good. It would have to be 
done, however, at the psychological moment, 
and that certainly is not now.”’ 


Declares Police Force Too Small. 


In speaking of what the police force might 
be called on to do the mayor said: ; 
“The 1,600 men who were turned out dur- 
ing the street car strike represent the avail- 
able force. That was a street strike, like the 
one of stockyards teamsters before it, and 
it took more men to keep the peace than 
would one confined to a locality, even if more 
persons were involved. If the teamsters go 
out that would make a street strike of this 
one, as the packers would insist on sending 
out their products, 
“With the 1,600 police on strike duty and 
400 more on crossing and special work, it 
would leave around) 300 more to patrol 195 
square miles of territory, day and night. 
That would not be a pleasant prospect.”’ 


Tells of His Lost Vacation. 


Mayor Harrison joked about his lost vaca- 
tion. 4 

“ Everything looked quiet when I left here 
Thursday night,” he said, “and I took the 
boat from Marquette for Huron mountain. 
Friday morning, thinking about the fish I 
was going to catch and the good time I was 
going to have. | 
‘I. got to the club at 1:39 that afternoon, 
had luncheon, and began to get acquainted 
with my family again. The children and I 
had a good afternoon, and I went to béd 
early, without ever unpacking my trunk to 
get at the clothes to wear up there. Then 
at 8 o’clock in the morning came the boat 
back from Marquette with the news the 
strike had begun again. I put a comb and 
brush, a tooth brush, a pair of pajamas, and 
a clean shirt into a handbag and came back. 
**We reached Marquette In time for the 
morning train for Chicago, but I figured 
I might as well be home Sunday morning as 
Saturday night: I could spend the day more 
profitably in Marquette, where I could talk 
over the telephone to Chicago, than on a raitl- 
road train where I would be shut off from the 
world, so I staid over. By night it was evi- 
dent the strike was on again in earnest, so [ 
took the train.”’ 


Strike Over Entire City Feared. 


The one thing which is belng considered 
most seriously by the city authorities is the 
chance of a strike covering the entire city, 
resulting from the present trouble—not a 
strike confined to’ the stockyards trades 
alone. It frequently has been stated that the 
unions made up largely of socialists and 
anarchists have been working toward this 
end for some time. Exactly what they ex- 
pect to gain by it is not plain, but that their 
dream is a general walkout, in which every 
workingman in Chicago shall participate is 
fairly well established. : 
What they want, police officials say, is a 
repetition Of the scenes just before the Hay- 
market riot, when at the pleading of Spies, 
Parsons, Fielding, Limgg, and the other 
aposties of anarchy a general strike involving 
every trade in the city was called for May 1. 
While not universally obeyed, tlfe call was 
pretty generally complied with. Then there 
was no demand for more pay or fewer hours 
for work. The cry simply was to strike for 
the sake of striking. The argument was it 
would show capital how dependent it was on 
labor, and result in a new order of things 
which would put the socialist and the 
anarchist on top. 


Labor Predicts General Strife. 


The statement of Thomas I. Kidd of the 
woodworkers’ union and President Schardt 
of the Chicago Federation of Labor that 
they expect a general spread of the existing 
strike, has not reassured those who are look- 
ing at this phase of the situation. Schardt 
said in so many words that he awaited a 
more serious strike than the Debs insurrec- 
tion of 1804, and Kidd added he saw no peace 
in sight. Kidd is known to be in full sym- 
pathy with the socialists and theoretica) 
anarchists, and Schardt has knowledge of 
their plans. 

The program which this element in trades 
unionism is supposed to be working on is, 
first, for a sympathetic strike among the 
allied stockyards trades. With this strike 
going, the rest, it is figured, would be easy. 
The striking stockyards teamsters easily 
could infect the other teanjsters throughout 
the city. The stockyards railroad employés 
on strike would appeal to the other railroad 
men to help them. Nearly every union in 
the city of any consequence, outside of the 
building trades, strongly is represented in 
the stockyards. While a direct appeal’for a 
general strike would fall, a general strixe, 
if properly fed and watered, might result if

FIVE HURT AT 
GRADE CROSSING. 


Train Hurls a Wagon 
~ Nearly Forty Feet.

ALL OCCUPANTS SUFFER. 


|Two Others Receive Injuries 
When Vehicle Is Wrecked 
by a Street Car. 


All five of its occupants were injured last 
night when a wagon was struck and over- 
turned by an Illinois Central suburban train. 
at Seventy-first street and Madison avenue. 
A building near the tracks prevented the 
driver from seeing the train until it was

He was recalled 
to Chicago two years later, in 1849, to be- 
come secretary of the Chicago Hydraulic 
company, in which his father was a director 
and a large shareholder. This was the first 
waterworks company organized in the city. 
@hey sold out to the city in 1853. . 

The next venture was to form a partner- 
ship with his brother to retail paper, the 
firm being known as G. H. and L. Lafiin. 
They were burned out in 1870, and after re- 
éstablishing their business were again burned 
out in the great fire of 1871. 


Rebuilding After the Fire. 


After that fire it was thought best on ac- [ 
count of the old age of their father for the 
sons to devote their energies to the rebuild- 
ing of the properties owned by him. Matthew 
Laflin left the whole task of making new 
office buildings and tenement houses to the 
two boys, while he gave his persona! atten- 
tion to the erection of the exposition hall for 
the fair of 1873. He was one of the board of 
directors of the fair. 

George Laflin was for some time a director 
in the Elgin National Watch company. For 
the last ten years he had not engaged active- 
ly in business, and for the last four years 
he had depended on his sons to carry on his 
affairs. 

He married in 1851 Miss Mary M. Brewster. 
They had five children, three of whom are 
living. The large house at 1614 Michigan 
avenue was their home for over thirty years. 
Mr. Laflin always was a stanch republican 
and was an especial admirer of William Mc- 
Kinley. He was a member of the Chicago 
and Washington Park clubs.

The 
operator says he reminded the men that the 
excursion train was coming, but they did 
not answer him. A few minutes later, while 
‘he was taking another order for the train 
crew, and they were attempting, too late, 
to gét the cars off the track, “ I saw a cloud 
of dust, but heard no noise. I opened the 
‘key and told the dispatcher that the trains 
ad come together.” 
The operator at Thornton says he told the 


. conductor of the freight train not to leave 


there without orders. He said he would not. 
‘He came back in ten minutes and said that 
his engineer and brakeman“had taken the 
itrain down the road about a mile, out of 
eight. Just then the operator was notified 
‘that the excursiof train was coming along 
lon the south track, the one the freight train 
‘was on. 
The conductor began growling about the 
ehavior of the engineer. Said he: “ That 
-engineer backed down there without an or- 
der from me. He has no right there, and I 
do not see why he left here.” Then the con- 
ductor and operator discussed the last order, 
and the former said how terrible it would be

IDLENESS AT JOLIET. 

Greed up on its toes and the law down on 
ite back, and the wards. of the state sur-’ 
rendered to physical and mental disease— 
surely Illinois cannot survey this prospect 
with calm eyes! 

The constitutional amendment of 1886 
was explicit enough. It provided that con- 
vict labor should not be let out by contract. 
Illinois supposed that it had seen the last of 
the prison contractor who brought his cheap 
convict labor into successful competition 
with the free labor of the outside world. 

And the prison contractor did vanish. 
But the prison piece work employer ap- 
peared. He was the prison contractor with 
another name and the same smell. By col- 
jusion with the authorities he employed con- 
victs not under contract—contracts would 
have been too illegal—but under a system 
by which the convict was paid by the piece. 

In 1908 Illinois thought that it would give 
the prison piece work employer a taste of 
the medicine which in 1886 it had given the 
prison cOntractor. It therefore passed a 
law providing that the product of prison la- 
bor should be sold only to the public institu- 

lions or to the political divisions of the state. 
The sum of $400,000 was appropriated for 
necessary changes in the labor apparatus of 
the penitentiaries. 

The prison piece work employer then 
showed the pertinacity characteristic of only 
the highest forms of altruism or the lowest 
forms of selfishness. An appeal was made 
to the courts. The courts issued an injunc- 
tion restraining the officials of the Joliet 
penitentiary from proceeding to act under 

the new law. The injunction is temporary, 
But it is binding. It prevents action till at 
Sept. 15, when a formal! hearing will 

held. More than seven weeks must 
elapse before the law will be in a position 
to declare itself on a wansent of immediate 

importance. 

That the subject is really one of imme- 
diate importance became apparent when the 
sick call was sounded at Joliet a week ago 
today. That call usually brings out from 
eight to twelve men. A week ago today it 
brought out 300. Idleness had done its 
work. “This enforced idleness in Joliet,” 


paid Dr. Fletcher, the penitentiary physi- 


_@an, “ will not only burden the state with a 
great increase in the number of its criminal 
insane patients but will breed among our 
convicts here the germs not only of minor 
ailments but of lasting and death dealing 
dis@asez. I refer particularly to tubercu- 
loxis.” 

Id'eness resciting in mental and physical 
disease is, therefore, the punishment which 
Illinois is today meting out to lawbreakers 
at Joliet. No crime can be so heinous as to 


deserve such punishment. Further, no state 

with an eye toward its own financial obliga- 

tions and toward the future-morale and 
physique of its population can afford to mete 
out any such punishment to men who are 
likely to continue to live within its bounda- 
ries. The 15th of September may seem close 
at hand to judges. It seems a long way off 
to men who are chewing their nails in cells. 

During these seven weeks of horror Ili- 
endis will do well to meditate on prison labor. | 
Great chenges must soon: be made.

- He knows,, of course that 
all these thirigs—theft, insolvency, suicide, 
and negleet of civic duty—are frequent con- 
sequences of the kind of gambling that pre- 
vails among men. He chooses to heighten 
the risk of proceeding against masculine 
gambling by hinting at the simultaneous 
necessity of giving feminine gambling a it 
tle notice. 

Well and good. Tet the mayor of Mem- 
phis raid a few euchre parties and come 
away with cards, pencils, puckered fore- 
heads, tearful eyes, and other feminine gam- 
bling paraphernalia. Memphis can give up 
euchre in order to get rid of certain other 
things. And it would be worth while to give 


a stop to the euchre party argument, which 
municipal officials so often make when they 
are requested to proceed against faro. The 
privilege of playing euchre is not a sufficient 
compensation for having to listen to that 
argument.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 
Copyright: 1904; By the Marquise de Fontenoy- 


RCHDUKE OTTO, next brothér of 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, the 
heir presumptive, and, by reason of 
the latter’s morganatic marriage, 

cond in line of succession to the 
throne of his uncle, Emperor Francis Joseph 
of Austria, is exceedingly ill. Some two or 
three months ago Le had a sort of paralytic 
seizure, which rendered him powerless to 
move, and, after having been confined a 
number of weeks to his palace in the Au- 
garten, at Vienna, he has now been moved 
to Rosenburg, in Kaptal, in the hope that 
the change of air and scene may help towards 
his recovery. He ts entirely helpless, and 
looks a complete wreck when reclining in 
the invalid chair in which he takes his daily 
airing. | 
If I call attention to this it Is because 


observed‘in connection with the archduke's 
illness, of which no official announcement has 
been made, and, consequently, his prolonged 
absence from his accustémed haunts at VI- 
enna, and from all court festivities, at which 
his wife, Archduchess Marie Josefa, has in- 
variably appeared without him during the 
season which has just come to a close, has 
given rise to all sorts of stories for which 
there is no foundation. 

Thus, one of them, widely circulated in the 
European press, was to the effect that his 
absence from court was due to his having 
been banished therefrom by the emperor as 
a punishment for a particularly disgracéful 
ecandal in which the archduke was said to 
have played the leading réle at Sacher’s 
restaurant, at Vienna. It was related, with 
every kind of graphic detail, that the arch- 
duke, while supping with a gay crowd of 
more or less questionable boon companions 
in a cabinet particulier, had become so in- 
ebriated that he had divested himself of 
all his regimentals save his saber belt and 
saber, and, thus accoutered, had burst into 
the public dining room, and had seriously 
wounded two well known noblemen supping 
there who had endeavored to grasp hold of 
him to lead him out of the room and to force 
him. to resume his clothing. 


have occurred the archduke was lying so 
dangerously ill in his palace that his recov- 
ery was doubtful, and was unable to stir 
from his bed. Unfortunately for the ar¢h- 
duke, who is the best looking member of 
the imperial family, an adept in every 
‘branch of sport, and in particular a splendid 
polo player and steeplechase rider, he has 
been in the past exceptionally wild, while 
his matrimonial affairs have on more than 
one occasion necessitated the intervention 
of the emperor and attracted the attention 
of the public in a manner not oer re- 
dounding tp his credit. 


The Austrian papers have been careful 
about mentioning the scrapes in which he 
has been involved. But the Hungarian press 
has shown no such reticence, and has fre- 
quently devoted unfriendly criticism to his 
escapades. He appealed to his uncle, the 
emperor, to have the editors of the offending 
papers indicted for “‘lese majesty.” But 
Francis Joseph, who cares for this nephew 
less than for any of the others, declined to 
permit this, and advised him, if he had any 
cause for complaint against the proprietors 


-and editors of the Hungarian newspapers to 


sue them for civil or criminal libel in the 
gr mpg way. This the archduke declined 

o do. 

His eldest son is the prince upon whom all 
the hopes of the house of Hapsburg atid of 
the Austrian nation are centered. He is a 
handsome lad of 17 years of age, who is now 
serving as lieutenant of the First Regiment 
of Lancers, and who has appeared by his 
mother’s side in lieu of his father atall court 
festivities and public functions this seagon 
at Vienna. He has been brought up entirely 
under the supervision and direction of the 
old emperor, who is devoted to him, and the 
lad enjoys the distinction of having been the 
first prince of the sovereign house of Haps- 
burg to have received his early éducation 
in the public grammar schools of Vienna, 
seated on the school benches beside some of 
the humblest of his future subjects. He is 
known as Archduke Kari Franz, and Is des- 
tined one day to become ruler of the dual 
empire. 

Through the recent death of th® earl of 
Stair there have beem several changes in 
the commands of King Edward's body guard 
for Scotland, Lord Minto being appointed 
brigadier and Lord Haddington a captain 
of the corps. The latter, which numbers 
about 250 men, is said to have been insti- 
tuted by King James I. of Scotland on his 
return from captivity in England, and in the 
history of the battle of Flodden fleld it is 
related that the body of the Scottish king 
was found covered and surrounded by the 
bodies of his archers guards. The regiment 
as now constituted was reorganized in 17038 
by Queen Anne on the occasion of her visit 
to Edinburg. In the reign of George IV. the 
body guard, which is likewise known as the 
royal company of archers, was wont to ap- 
pear in a uniform of surpassing ugliness, 
designed by Sir Walter Scott. But in 18381 
the uniform was fortunately changed, and 
now consists of green tunic embroidered 
with gold thistles, and faced with green 
velvet, the privates of the corps being armed 
with short swords and long bows and arrows. 

No one who does not possess landed estates 
or domicile in Scotland, or who are not the 
sons of gentlemen holding or having held 
the office of lord lieutenant or deputy lieuten- 
ant of a Scotch county are qualified for mem- 
bership of the guard, whose present officers 
comprise the duke of Buccleuch, Lord Rose- 
bery, Lord Wemyss, Lords Home, Elgin, 
‘Balfour, Aberdeen, Linlithgow, Tweeddale, 
the duke of Abercorn, Lord Leven, Lord Col- 
ville of Culross, Sir James Ferguson, and the’ 
marquis of Breadalbane. The body guards’ 
headquarters are at the Archérs’ hall in 
Edinburg, built in 1776, and the first toast 
given at mess is not “ the king,’’ but “ the 
mark,” which is drank sitting down. 

Lord Haddington is one of the represent- 
ative peers of Scotland, and owes his honors 
to the fact that one of his ancestors, the first 
earl, Sir Thomas Hamilton by name, acted 
as secretary of state to King James I. of 
England and Scotland. The present earl is 
a man over 70 years of age, and his eldest 
son and heir is Lord Binning, a well known 
cavalry officer, who commanded for several 
years the royal horse guards. The patro- 

nymic of the family is Baillie-Hamilton, 
which figures conspicuously in the present 
as in the past at court, in the army, the navy, 
and in the civil service of the crown. 

King Edward's sister, Princess Christian, 
with her two daughters, Princess Victoria 
and Princess Louise of Schleswig-Holstein, 
are to sail next week for south Africa. The 
primary object of their trip is to visit the 
tomb of the late Prince Christian Victor at 
Pretoria, who succumbed to enteric fever 
curing the course of the Boer war, in which 
he served on staff of Lord Roberts. Prince 
Christian Victor was the eldest son of Prin- 
‘cess Christian and a particular favorite of his 
grandmother, the late Queen Victoria, his 
death having been a great blow to her, which 
undoubtedly contributed to hasten her end. 

The three princesses will make quite an 
extensive tour trough south Africa before 
returning to England, and I hear in this con- 
nection that several members of the king’s 
family circle will seek rest and change during 
the coming winter outside the limit of Huro- 
pean waters. 

Whether this means that.any of them are 
coming to America it is difficult as yet to say. 

But 1 should doubt it for the reason that 
considerable resentment has been created at 
court in England by the utterances of the 
members of the present administration in 


Lord Dundonald from the command of the 
dominion militia, and while the members of 
the royal family feel that they cannot well 
visit America without going to Canada, they 
do not care at the present juncture to be 
brought into contact with Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and his colleagues, who profess to regard the 
people of the mother country, if not as “* for- 
eigners,” at any rate, as “ strangers.’’

Buster Brown ’’ made three bows to the 
Chicago public yesterday with “‘ Tige.’’ One 
was in the comic supplement ef Tur Sun- 
DAY TRIBUNE and the other two were before 
audiences at the Great Northern theater. 

Master Gabriel and George Ali returned q 
with their impersonations of R. F. Outcault’s 
good natured, mischievous, comic supple- 
ment boy and his faithful colaborer in the 
fields of mischief. Two big houses were 
delighted with the results of their endeav-~ 
ors. 

A bit of love, some politics, considerable 
vaudeville, with pretty songs and dancing 
have been used as interludes in the succes- 
sion of jokes originating in Buster’s fertile 
mind and executed by him and Tige. This 
combination produces a ‘* musical comedy ”’ 
which fills three hours with amusement. 
For a play which makes no pretensions to 
a plot it manages to develop a more consist- 
ent story than many a musical comedy 
which endeavors to tell one.

Tige hasa canine fit of supreme joy at the 
thought, and it is sufficient to bribe him 
to kiss his grandmother. She begins mak- 
fng up her mind right there that home is 
the place for her. 

Buster has his resolutions. Instead of 
coming on bulletin boards they come in songs. 
The only thing he doesn’t get on the stage 
that he regularly gets in the supplement is 
the punishment which develops his cheerful 
code of philosophy.

War and Neutrality in Far East.

Expert on International Law Explains Rights of 
_ Other Powers in Clash Between Russia 
and Japan. 


AR and Neutrality In the Far 
East’ is a little book just 
handed to the public by T. J. 
Lawrence, lecturer on interna- 
tional law at the British naval 

college at Greenwich. It is not a history of 
the war between Russia and Japan, but 
rather a discussion of the principles — of 
neutrality. 

The: book answers questions which every 
reader of newspapers is now asking himself: 

1. Was Japan justified in beginning war 
upon Russia? 

2. Did Japan show treachery in attacking 

the Russian fleet on the night of Feb. 8? 

8. Has Russia the right to search neutral 
ships in the Red sea? 

4. What is contraband of war? What are 
the rights of belligerents and neturals in re- 
gard toit? 

5. Are coals, provisions, and cotton contra- 
band of war? 

6. What are the duties of neutral govern- 

ments with regard to trade in ships? 
J. Are mail steamers privileged? 
8. Did Japan violate Corean neutrality? 
These are the questions in which the world 
et largeisinterested. They affect the United 
States, because this country at any hour is 
likely to be affected by them. The seizure of 
one steamer loaded with provisions shipped 
from Chicago to Japan—and the Pacific is 
dotted with steamers, jal] loaded with Chi- 
cago products—would bring the question 
home to every citizen of the United States. 


How the 

In answering the first question Prof. Law- 
rence reviews briefly the diplomatic events 
which followed the close of the war between 
Japan and China in 189. Japan began that 
war to free Corea from Chinese domination. 
Japan succeeded, and when,China had been 
defeated and humiliated Japan was in pos- 
session of Port Arthur and the entire Liao- 
tung peninsula. 

Russia, backed by Germany and France, 
compelled Japan to give up Port Arthur. 
Thereupon Russia teok Port Arthur for her- 

self. 

From thatiday forward Japan began to pre- 
pare for the inevitable war. 
government gave Russia an opportunity to 
avoid the war by laying down the broad 
principle that Corea’s independence should 
not be infringed upon or menaced by the 
encroachments of either Japan or Russia. 

Russia declined to accept the principle, 
and in 1900 occupied the whole of Manchuria 
with her troops. In the same year Russia 
attempted to seize a naval station at Ma- 
sampo. Failing she secured immense con- 
cessions to cut timber on the Yalu and Tu- 
men rivers, and on the strength of these con- 

ions claimed the right to construct rail- 
ways and telegraphs and to build fortifica- 
tions on Corean soil. 


apan Forced Into War. 

“There could be little doubt,’’ says Prof. 
Lawrence, “ that the Corean side of the lower 
Yalu was marked down for Russian settle- 
ment; and experience shows that Russian 
settlement means much the same thing as 
Russian rule.” 

Japan protested and in 1908 opened nego- 
tilations with Russia in the hope of reaching 
a satisfactory agreement. These negotia- 
tions failed. Russia would make no conces- 
sion and stdrted Admiral. Wirenius with a 
large squadron to reinforce the Port Arthur 
fleet. Japan took the alarm, broke off diplo- 
matic negotiations on Feb. 6 of, the present 
year, and two days later began the war. 


Did Japan Act Treacherously ? 

Turning to the next question, ** Did Japan 
.act treacherously in beginning the war on 
the night of Feb. 8, without a formal declara- 
tion of war?’ Prof. Lawrence says: 
“ The accusation of treachery rests entire- 
ly upon the assumption that international 
law imposes upon belligerents the duty of 
making to one another a formal declaration 
of war before commencing hostilities. Never 
was assumption more groundless, Nearly 
every war of the last two centuries has been 
commenced without a declaration. 

‘The constant practice has been for the 

better prepared state to strike a sudden blow 
at her unready adversary. 
“Nor is there in this anything that neces- 
sarily involves bad faith. A period of nego- 
tiation precedes a period of hostility. As 
relations grow more and more strained a 
prudent state prepares for eventualities. 
Often an ultimatum !s presented, that Is to 
say, a demand, the refusal of which will be 
followed by war. 


Declaration Not Ne 

** The rupture of diplomatic relations is the 
constant precursor of armed conflict. 

** TInless the first blow falls, like a bolt from 
the blue, in a period of profound peace, 
without previous complaint and demand for 
redress, there is nothing in it which so sa- 
vors of treachery.’ 

Prof. Lawrence quotes figures to show that, 


The mikado’s — 


in the history of modern wars, Great Britain 


has struck thirty of these sudden blows 
without a formal declaration of war, France 
thirty-six, Russia herself seven, Prussia 
seven, Austria twelve, and the United States 
five. Concluding his answer to the question, 
Prof. Lawrence says: 

“We must acquit Japan of the charge . 
made against her. Instead of being guilty of 
a violation of international law she went 
beyond it by giving her adversary ample no- 
tice of what he might expect. The note de 
livered Feb. 6 not only broke off diplomatie 
intercourse—an act which is constantly fol- 
lowed by immediate war—but also expressly 
stated that Japan must take such measures 
as she thought fit for her own safety. The 
merest tyro in diplomacy mnews what this 
meant. 


Russia in the Red Sea. 

Prof. Lawrence wrote of the rights of.bel- 
ligerent cruisers in the Red sea so long be- 
fore the recent incident of the seizure of 
the steamer brought Great Britain and Rus- 
sia to the verge of war almost within forty- 
eight hours that his discussion of the subject 
is less interesting than otherwise it would 
have been: , 

He shows, however, that the Russian ad- 
miral, Wirenius, clearly violated the lawsof 
neutrality in rémaining in the gulf of Suez — 
and seizing British ships laden with coal. 
Great Britain quietly protested and Russia 
released the captured ships and recalled the 
fleet to the Baltic. 


| What Is of War?. 

What is contraband of war? This is aper- 
plexing question. Pref. ‘Lawrence draws up 
a list of articles overgwhich there can be no 
question. The list includes such articles as 
small arms of every kind, guns, ammunition, 
explosives, artillery, engineering and camp 
equipment, fleld kitchens, forges, pontoons, 
bridge trestles, barbed wire, harness, mili- 
tary clothing, boilers, and every kind of naval 
machinery, every kind of fuel, and generally 
everything intended for warfare by sea and 
land, including rice, provisions, and horses. 

“Are coals, provisions, and cotton contra- 
band of war? This is another perplexing 
question. In 1884 Russia and France de- 
clared that coal could under no citcumstances 
be regarded as contraband of war. Great

Britain and the United States hold that coal. « 


is contraband when destined for naval or 
military use. Japan holds coal to be contra- 
band only when it is caught on the way to 
the war vessels of the enemy é6r a hostile 
port. Germany insists that coalon the way 
to an enemy’s port. 

When the present war began Rusela 
changed front and declared coal to be con- 
traband. Under this rule a cargo of coal 
proceeding from an English port for the use 
of the civilian population of Tokio is subject 
to capture—just as much so as if it was 
consigned to the senate naval depot at 
Nagasaki. 


Are Provisions Contraband ? 


On the question of provisions Russia has 
changed front. In 1884 Russia exempted 
provisions from the list of articles contra- 
band in war. Now Russia seizes provisions 
consigned to any person in Japan if she 
can. - 
Thus, at the beginning of the war the Japa- 
nese seized American steamers laden with 
canned meat and other provisions on their 
way to Port Arthur and Viadivostok. Clearly 
these cargoes .were destined for warlike 
purposes. On the other hand, Japan dis- 
criminates and exempts cargoes of pro- 
visions destined for civilian use. 

Prof. Lawrence shows that. Great Britain 
and the United States refuse to admit 
Russia's claim that provisions are contra- 
band under all circumstances. He says: 

“It is a matter of life and death for us to 
prevent any change in international law 
which shall make the food of the civilian 
population undoubtedly contraband, and if 
arguments and protests will not do it, force 
must. 


Would Involve United States. 

* Should the use of force be necessary we 
are not likely to stand alone. Our kinsmenr 
of the United States are with us heart and 
soul in the doctrine that foodstuffs are not 
contraband unless destined for warlike use, 
and they are prepared to enforce it at all 
risks. 

“It is highly probable that if in time of 
war with France -and Germany American 
cargoes bound for Liverpool were captured 
on the high seas the stars and stripes would 
e00n wave side by side with the union jack 
over the fleets which swept the commerce 
destroyers from the ocean. 

“Has a belligerent a right to search 3 
mail steamer? Prof Lawrence says yes. 
He points out, however, that the United 
States exempts from search the public mails 
of any neutral power when sealed and au- 
thenticated.

For a fraction of yesterday afternoon it 
looked as if Chicago’s Colts were going to 
fracture their record and win a game before 
a@n overfiow crowd in the closing fracas with 
the New York Giants.

Russia and England growing out of the seiz- 
ure of an English mail vessel by a Russian 
ship, and encouraged by a drop in English 
consols and a bulge in Liverpool wheat 


As far as western sentiment is concerned, 
it cannot be doubted that the present market 
has been largely umexpected. It has been 
welcomed, for it has lent encouragement in 
more business houses than those engaged in 
receiving commissions. As prices have ad- 
vanced reasons for their rise have been 
found. That is, existing conditions, which 
‘would have been the same in a falling mar- 
ket, have been found to account for a rising 


wuy or the other. 


Fears of more rains in the winter wheat 
belt or excess®ve hot weather in the spring 
wheat territory added a little to the bullish 
fervor aroused by the possibility of another 
and a larger war scare, and local bulls took 
advantage of the conditions to force prices 
up, and again go through the pleasing cere- 
mony of running the shorts in again.

But whatever view may be held of the ad- 
vance, it is undeniable that it has been well 
sustained, and that some power well 
equipped with: financial resources has been 
instrumental in carrying the movement for- 
ward. Here in Chicago it is generally held 
that the public has been an insignificant part. 
Some good Wall street houses have held the 
same view. Nevertheléss, there has been 
sufficient money at the command of those 
who have manipulated the rise to keep it
